“FEDERAL Court.—This Court has 
been engaged the last three days in 
hearing the case of Ober & Sons, of 
Baltimore, vs. Gen. Bryan Grimes, 
of Beanfort county, the three days 
being oceupied in the examination 
of witnesses up to 5 o’clock yesterday 
evening, when argument com- 
meneed, Smitb & Strong for the 
plaintiffs, and Fowle and Badger 
for the defendant, the argument con- 
cluding at 9 o’eioek last nigit, when 
the case was giyen to the jury. 

This case involves some S700, Gen. 
Grimes refusing to pay for fertilizers 
obtained upon the gro und that it 
failed to come up to what it was rec- 
ommended to be. 

We visited the Court room. last 
nightat 11 o’clockand found the jury 
literally ‘‘floored,’’ engaged the 
duty of quietly digesting the legal 
lore with which they had been treat- 
edor in silentiv communing with 
old Morpheus. We presume a ver- 
dict will be reached to-day. 


SALE OF THE W.N. C. R.—-We 
are enabled to add some rather more 
definite information in regard to this 
transaction than was given in yester- 
day’s issue of the News. 

The road was really knocked down 
to Hon. A, S. Merrimon as purchas- 
er at $825,000, and he now stands as 
ostensibly the holder of the property. 
Up to the time of the sale, the inter- 
ests which Mr. Merrimon represent- 
ed were unwilling to submit to the 
scaling of their claim as agreed to by 
other parties, and Mr. M.’s bid being 
the highest, it was knocked down to 
him, and he gave a cheek for the sum 
required to be paid in cash at the 
time of purchase—$10,000. Subse- 
quently, however, Mr. Merrimon’s 
clients agreed to submit to the scaling 
accepted by other parties, and the 
edémmissioners on the part of the 
State then agreed to take the purchase 
off his hands. Still at presentall the 
transactions stand in thename of the 
first purchaser, and the State Com- 
missioners will so report to Judge 
Dick on Return Day, which will be 
the first Monday in July. On the Ist 
Mondayin August, Which will be 
Rule Day, the sale is expected to be 
confirmed by Judge Dick. After the 
confirmation of the sale, the Gov, 
will appoint three commissioners, 
who will proceed then to carry out 
fully the purposes ofthe Act. Until 
that time, the road will remain under 
iis present management.

LOCATION OF THE WESTERN IN- 
SANE ASYLUM.—Active operations 
for the building of the Western In- 
sane Asylum have begun. The 
preliminary drawings for the institu- 
tion have been made by the archi- 
tect. Samuel, Sloan Esq.,of Philadel - 
phia, and approved by the Building 
Commission. Dr. Eugene Grissom, 
Dr. N. Mendenhall, and Capt C. B. 
Denson, of the commissson, pro- 
ceeded to Morganton on the 15th 
inst, and were joined there by Col. 
T. G. Watton and Dr. Whitehead, 
the remaining members, and Mr, 
Sloan, the architect. The week was 
spent in careful surveys of the sur- 
rounding country, within the limits 
of location authorized by the act. 
Lines were run to various points to 
ascertain the practicability of obtain- 
ing preper water supply by gravity, 
to avoid the great annual expense of 
pumping 40,000 gallons daily, from 
the Catawha river. | 

After thorough examination, the 
commission decided on the 2lst inst. 
to purchasea tract of land, contig- 
uous to the Vine Hill property and 
lying Southeast of that, principally 
owned by Mr.Ferree,and immediately 
overlooking Lake Louise. It is about 
one anda haifmiles from the Court 
House in Morvanton, and is eligible 
in every respect. The scenery is ex- 
ceedingly beautiful; the site includes 
several hills, shelving gradually from 
a plateau which forms an admirable 
building plain, to a sloping lawn on 
the right down to the lake. A fine 
Southern and Eastern exposure can 
be obtained, so that the sun will 
shine directly in each room occupied 
by a patient, at some time during the 
day. There’ is also excellent 
grove including some fine old oaks. 
But what is most important, a care- 
ful survey determined the fact that 
at that point £17 feet ean be obtained 
as a head of water, from pure springs 
immediately at the side of South 
Mountain, four miles distant, and 
furnishing 240,000 gallons daily, or 
six times the calculated necessary 
supply. As this comes without cost, 
When the pipes are once laid, a large 
surplus will always be at command 
for irrigating, wavering or ornamen- 
tul purposes. The water isalso much | 
more pure than that of the river. 

The view of Table Rock, in front, 
with Mt. Mitchell and Clingman’s 
Peak to the left, the Grandfather 
stretching his long profile and look- 
ing up to Heaven in the distant cen- 
tre, and the Linville Mountain and 
Brown Mountain in the middle dis- 
tance, while far away to the right 
aud sweeping around the horizon are 
the mountains of Caldwell county, 
High Briton, and lastly, High Peak 
of South Mountain, all enclose a 
grand exhibition. Morganton lying 
in the centre, and the new Asylum 
in the South, will look dows upon 
the lake, and command aview ofthe 
town beyond with the gigantic frame- 
work of thetmountains, as we have 
named them. 
Proposals for brick, &c., will come 


in July Sth, and in six weeks, 
when the working drawings 
are finished, ground will be 
broken for a structure which it 


is hoped will be a source of pride to 
every lover of his State. It ought to 
be stated that the patriotic county of 
Burke pays the bulk of the cost of 
purchase, making the cost of the site 
a mere trifle to the State. 

It may be well to state some facts 
in the history of Mr. Sloan, who has 
been entrusted with the plans of so 
important a structure as the Western 
Insane Asylum, as this is naturally 
important to the publie interests. 

He has been an architect for twenty 
seven years,and has constructed more 
Asylums for the Insane than any 
man in the United Stetes. Among 
them are Dr. Kirkbride’s splendid 
institution in West Philadelphia, 
the State Asylums at Trenton N. J., 
(where Miss D. L. Dix resides) Kalu- 
mazoo, Mich., Columbus and Cleave- 
land Ohio, Madison, Wis., Tuscaloosa 
Ala., the very excellent and econom- 
ical State Asylum for Minnesota, and 
the Insane Asylum for the Isle of 
Jersey, in the channel, built for the 
British Government. 

He has lately erected the finest 
institution forthe Insane in the U. 
States, at Morristown N. J.,,and sup- 
plied the plans for the new institu- 
tion to be builtin California. It is not 
necessary to refer to the numerous 
other public works, State Capitols, 
&e., throughout the country. Mr. 
Sloan has operated very largely in 
the South, having built many fine 
residences and churches in La., Miss., 
ond Ala. He wasa personal friend 
of the lamented Bishcp Polk, for 
whose friends he had charge of much 
superior church architecture. 

Mr. Sloan is an author of high rep- 
utation in his professsion. He pub- 
lished ‘‘The Modern Arehitect’’ 2 
vols, folio, in 1852, the ‘‘City and Su- 
burban Architeet’’ in 1860, and the 
‘Homestead Architect’”’ in 1863. He 
is also the author ofa very valuable 
practical book for mechanics, entitled 
“The Constructive Architect. ’’ 

We may fairly congratulate our 
people upon securing his valuable 
services.

At a meeting of the Missouri 
Democratic Central Committee, heid 
in St. Louis on Saturday, ® resolu- 
tion was adopted inviting, in behalf 
of the Democracy of St. Louis and 
the State of Missouri, the national 
Democratic convention of 1876 to as- 
sembie in that city, and pledging 
themselves to make ample prepara- 
tions for the reception and accomino- 
dation of all who may attend it. The 
place proposed for holding the con- 
vention will be the hall of the new 
chamber of eommerce building, 
which will be 235 teet long by 100 
feet wide, and 70 feet high, with gal- 
leries all around the ball, and i 
capacity for seating 17,000 people. 


The wheat crop is being cut 
throughout East Tennessee, and the 
quality is said to be very fine. The 
Sweet Water Valley has harvested 
an immense crop. In upper East 
Tennessee, the quality is fine, but 
the cropis light. The average is 
large, and we may estimate a three- 
quarter crop. In southwestern Vir- 
vinia the quality is good but the 
amount short. At Nashville new 
wheat has opened at one dollar.—- 
Bristol News. 


On the tobacco crop the Winston 
(N. C.) Sentinel says: ‘*The past two 
weeks have been very favorable for 
the setting of a tobacco crop, and 
from our information from all the 
border counties from Caswell to 
Wilkes, one of the largest crops ever 
raised in those counties has been put 
out. Thestand is good, and with- 
out a very bad season one of the Jar- 
vest crops ever raised in North Caro- 
lina will be grown this season.

THE BRITIsH IRON TRADE.—The 
London = Times hasfa long editorial 
expressing concera at the condition 
and prospects of the British iron 
trade, saying that ‘Belgian spike and 
boit makers have just undersold 
Staffordshire by £8 a ton in an Kast 
Indian order, and £5 a ton in Finland 
order, while makers in Franee have 
shamefully beaten us in an order just 
distributed by the London, Brightou 
and South Coast railway. The rate 
at which competition has been over- 
taking us may be estimated from a 
single exampie—that of the United 
States, where the production of iron 
has been quadrupled within the last 
twenty years.’’ The 7imes concludes: 
‘The American iron market is no 
longer commanded by our exports, 
and our iron trade must bestir itself 


if it desires still to command other 


markets, including -the English, in 
which it has already found formidable 
rivals.”’ 

The earthquake shocks last week 
in Ohio, Indiava and Illinois, com- 
ing so soon after the great upheaval 
in South America, recall the fact 
that in 1811 the earthquakes which 
were so devastating along the line of 
the Andes were also felt in the Miss- 
issippi Valley. The  Cineinnati 
Ciazette says that at the time of the 
destruction of Caraceas, in that year 
buildings were violently shaken in 
Cincinnati, and at New Madrid, 
Mo., two or three small lakes were 
formed, and the course of the river 
diverted.

The May number has come to 
hand, having been delayed unavoid- 
ably, but principally by that cause 
which is so fatal a blight to Literary 
enterprise in North Carolina—want 
of appreciation by the reading pub- 
lic. Qur people are liberal enough 
to Northern publications ; they are 
indifferent to their own. And yet 
the Household Magazine, like Our 
Living and Our Dead, not only 
compare favorably with, but are 
equal to many of the much valued 
Northern publications, and in some 
respects, superior, Southern talent 
holds its own with the best, and it 
only wants some medium through 
which it may find expres- 
sion. These mediums are found in 
the two excellent journals referred 
to, but they cannot be kept up unless 
the people of the State will recog- 
nize their value. :

A BETTER SIGN. 
Even the venomous National 
Republican has become placable, 
and views the prospect of a day of

Ani- 
mosities between the sections, kept 
up by wilful misrepresentation, were 
essential to the existence of the Re- 
publican party.

PARTISAN JUSTICE. 

The judiciary of the State has un- 
dergone of late some purification by 
the introduction of a better element. 
The elevation of such men as Kerr, 
McKoy, Schenck and others to fill 
the places of Zourgee, Russell, Lo- 
gan and their kind has given the 
people a more solid assurance of 
equal and exact justice, and has re- 
stored to the Bench some of its old 
ornaments of purity and dignity. 

But a complete purgation is yet 
needed, T'hestains upon the ju- 
dicial ermine will not be removed 
until the wearers themselves are 
all changed. The days of 1865 
have made ineffacable marks. 
men of that period still carry out 
the oractices which commended 
them tothe party that elevated them 
to office. The party itself clings to 
the principles which found expo- 
nents in the men it put forth as rep- 
resentatives. Public opinion has 
done much to restrain these men.-—— 
T he weakening of party strength 
has shorn them somewhat of their 
boldness. But occasionally we see 
that defiance of publie op‘nion, and 
that subservieney to party interests 
which brought the judiciary of the 
State so justly into odium. 


As for instance at the present 
term of Halifax Superior Court, 
Elias Powell was pnt on trial for 
the murder of Cohen, at Whitaker’s- 
The case was given to the jury on 
Friday afternoon. The foreman of 
the jurv, informed that the Judge 
(Watts) was on the point of leaving 
for a political meeting in Nash coun- 
ty, sent word to the Judge that the 
jury would soon agree upon a ver- 
dict, and begged that he would re- 
main to reccive it. 7’he jury did agree 
upon a verdict on Friday evening. But 
His Honor being engaged in the 
more important duty of holding up 
the fortunes of his party, went down 
to Nash in company with the Solie- 
itor, made his speech at a Radical 
County Convention on Saturday, 
opening the court again on Mon- 
day, during the whole of which in- 
terval the jury were kept together, 
kept from their homes and families, 
kept at a considerable and needless 
expense to the county, to do what 
ought to have been done on Friday 
night, that a Radical meeting might 
have the benefit of the presence of a 
Judge who was paid to be on the 
bench and whose business it was to 
be there. 


A ROORBACK. 
The Harrisburg Telegraph las 
unearthed a terrible plot to upset 


the government of North Carolina 


during the proposed absence of Gov. 
Brogden at the boston Centennial. 
The Governor will be the first to 
laugh at the scheme. His Excel- 
lency did intend to go to Boston to 
participate in the Centennial, but 
he felt himself compelled to be 
present at the sale of the W. N. C. 
R. R. at Salisbury on the 22nd inst., 
only afew days after the Centennial. 
His Excellency, who has never been 
North, did not wish to have a pleas- 
ant visit so abruptly terminated by 
business, and therefore 
not to go. 

Stealing governments is an act 
not yet learned by the Democrats.

Feltow- Citizens of Norfoli, Ladies 
and Gentlemen: I eome forward, in 
response to your calls, to thank you 
for this very flattering reception. I 
went to Boston asa guest of your 
own ‘Artillery Blues,’’ not because 
I expected to havea pleasant trip 
anda good time, butI hope fora 
higher, holier purpose—for the good 
of our State, our people, and all sec- 
tions of a common country. Oh! 
how [ wish I had time to tell you of 
the reception accorded to us by those 
people of Boston—of the enthusiastic 


crowds that greeted us upon every 


oceasion—how the streets were lined 
with people pouring out their wel- 
comes to us, and bidding us welcome, 
thrice welcome. I wish I could stop 
with you long enough to give you 
some of the many interesting inci- 
dents of our trip. How a sightless 
soldier told me, ‘“General, your boys 
put my eyes out, but I am glad 
see you here in our midst;’? how an 
aved gentleman, grasping both my 
hands in his, said ‘‘General, I lost 
two sonsin the war—the oniy two I 
had—but for publie consideration 
and for the nation’s good, Iam glad 
tosee youand your people here at 
this time.’’ 

How wy hand was shaken by peo- 
ple whose oyerflowing hearts preven- 
ted a single word of utterance. Do 
you know what all that means? It 
menus at that ena of the line precise- 
ly what the outpouring of your peo- 
ple at this end of the line to meet us 
upon our return means, viz.: ‘That 
the people of this country have taken 
this matter of reconstruction out of 
the hands of the- politicians ; that 
the crust Which separated them has 
been broken at last, and the men of 
the North and South are at last al- 
lowed to see each other face to face. 

You, people of Norfolk, have no 
right to be ashamed of your delega- 
tionto Boston. Their beariug, on 
and off duty, deserves the highest 
praise, and you come back to your 
Wives and sweethearts, conscious of 
having performed your hole duty as 
representatives of your city. ‘This 
splended weleome of yours here 
shows most conclusively that Vir- 
ginia responds to the hospitality 
shown her sons in Massachusetts, 
andthat we are indeed upon the 
threshold of anew century.

An Earthquake at Sea. 

The sbip Hamlin of Boston arrived 
at this port early yesterday, with a 
cargo of sugar consigned to H. E. 
Morening & Co., from Manilla. Her 
commander, Captain Ross, states 
thatat 3 A.M. on June 4, whehrin 
latitude 19 degrees 16 minutes, lohgi- 
tude 57 degrees 51 minutes all on 
board felt the shock of an earthquake 
which lasted fully ten minutes. 
During this time there was a heavy 
sea running, and in different places 
the water appeared to revolve in cir- 
cles like a whirlpool. When the dis- 
turbance first began the sea was 
quite smooth, but as the shock in- 
creased in violencethe waters became 
correspondingly agitated, terrifying 
those who were on deck and = arous- 
ing those who were sleeping below. 
Suddenly the vessel received a shock 
as ifshe had grounded and a} eeuliar 
rumbling noise filling the air, Simul- 
taneously with the shaking, the sky 
assumed a dull, leaden hue. The at- 
mosphere was also thick and hazy. 
During the continuance of the shock, 
control of the vessel was completely 
lost, and the ship refused to obey 
the helm. There was little, ifany, 
wind at the time, yet the vessel was 
tossed about as though in the midst 
of a gale. 

TheCaptain deseribes the upheav- 
ing of the wavesas similar to what 
would oceur if a series of heavy sub- 
marine explosions had taken place. 
‘The duration of the shock was long 
enough to enable those who were 
below to reach the deck and witness 
the unusual sight. After the distur- 
bance had subsided, the sea again be- 
came as calmoas before. The vessel 
sustained no damage and her cargo 
appears to be intact, although her 
5,000 boxes of sugar were thrown 
about by the shock.—N. Y. Zribune.

NECESSITY FOR CHANGE, 


The necessity for changing many 
of the provisions of the existing Con- 
stitution is generally admitted. and is 
too apparent to require extended ar- 
gument. Itis true that some of our 
prominent men at one time opposed 
the call fora convention ; but their 
action was based on prudential con- 
sideration, and not on an indisposi- 
tion to have the Constitution 
thoroughly revised. They feared that 
our purpose in seeking to reform our 
Fundamental Law, might be mis- 
construed by the violent and _ ill- 
informed men then controlling Con- 
gress, and the prosperity of our peo- 
ple checked, and the peace of the 
State jeopardized by some barsh and 
huconstitutional action on the part 
of the United States authorities. 
That fear no longer exists. We now 
have every assurance that the 
Constitution of the Uaited States will 
be observed by the officers of the 
Government, and feel asatisfaction in 
announcing to youthatthe time has 
at last arrived when the officials at 
Washington City concede that the 
pecple of North Carolina have the 
same right to manage their local 
concerns which the citizens of other 
States enjoy. We can proceed with- 
out apprehension to perfect our Con- 
stitution and remodel it in the 
interests of our peopte. 


THE CONSTITUTION, TITE CREATURE 
OF MILITARY LAW. 


This Constitution, the creature of 
Military dictation, was born in the 
throes of a Military reconstruc- 
tion. Its authors were mainly 
Seiolists and adventurers, who had 
lived among us without preferment, 
or possessed of qualifictions entitling 
them to it; others Were our recent 
slaves, who had known no law save 
the will of their masters, and others 
still were carpet-baggers, both black 
and white—ahen in feeling and 
Riudieal in education—who sought 
positions here that were denied them 
where known—to despoil and hu- 
miliate us. And when their work 
was submitted to the people ut the 
polls, thousands of our best citizens 
were deprived of the right of voting 
upon it, and over eighty thousand 
ivnorant negroes were given the bal- 
lot to secure its adoption, It is no 
exaggeration to suy that not one 
person in ten who voted for it could 
read the instrument, and not one in 
fifty had read it or was even moder- 
ately familiar With its provisions, 
and many gave it their support 
beleiving it would be merely tempo- 
rary, and to escape further agitation 
and revolution. Ttis natural there- 
fore that a Constitution thus formed 
and adopted should be found unsuit- 
edt o our condition, and that we 
should embrace the earliest opportu- 
nity consistent with reason and pru- 
dence to secure such changes as time 
and experience have shown to be 


necessary, Our organic law should 


be expressed in language clear, sim- 
ple and perspicuous, so that nothing 
may be left to inference or construc- 
tion; our rights, so precisely defined 
as to be comprehended by all men of 
ordinary intelligence; and each de- 
yartment of the government should 
SS so restricted, that while left free to 
discharge its appropriate duties, it 
cannot by unwarranted encroach- 
ments embarrass the proper action of 
the others. 

TILE CONSTITUTION UNSUITED TO OUR 

CONDITION, 

Tisat the Constitution contains 
some good provisions no one denies; 
it would be singular if it did not, 
but its abominabie characteristics 
were so manifest that not a single 
Conservative member of the Conven- 
tion that passed it could be induced 
to affix his signature to it, as a fit ine 


-strument to be submitted to the peo- 


ple. Indeed its provisions are so loose- 
ly worded and so badly arranged as 
to constitute but a medley of incon- 
sistencies that defies the successful 
ecoastruction of the courts; in fact, to 
reconcile the difficulties arising from 
its practical workings,the court has in 
some instances been driven to supply 
omissions, and in others to intro- 
duce a new principle, hitherto un- 
known in the juridical history of our 
State, distinguished as ‘‘judicial leg- 
islation,”’ an innovation anti-repub- 
lican in character and invasive of the 
rights and duties of aseparate depart- 
ment. Its provisions are so obscure 
that within the brief space of its ex - 
istence many more decisions on con- 
stitutional questions have been de- 
manded than in the entire previous 
history of the State—and of late we 
have witnessed the extraordinary 
spectacle of twosets of judges in both 
the 2d and 8th Judicial Districts, 
contending for the same _ position 

one of which claiming to hold by at 
appointment from the Governor fora 
period of ten years, an office that the 
Constitution seems to say is to be 
filled by the people at the polls, and 
whose term is expressed to be only 
eight years. 

In many counties, there is a prac- 
tical denial of justice, the courts are 
inadequate to the -_public demands, 
and thus they are driveu to resort to 
special terms, which are expensive 
and unsatisfactory, and persons ac- 
cused‘of criminal offenses are often 
confined for months without trial. 
We need a speedier justice and a less 
expensive judiciary system. We 
should abolish every useless office, 
which is now filled by a mere cousu- 
mer; for only by a rigid and prudent 
economy in our public as well as pri- 
vate affairs, can we hope to restore 
the Stateto prosperity. Itis believed 
that the laws will be more impartial- 
ly administered by ureturn tothe old 
practice of arotation of the Judges, 


AMENDMENTS TO THE CRIMINAL 
LAW NECESSARY. 


It is also hoped that a greater in- 
centive to honesty and a purification 
of the ballot box might result from 
depriving those who are convicted of 
infamous criwes of the elective fran- 
chise. 

The matter of the Penitentiary 
which already contains more than 
six hundred able-bodied men, also 
demands careful and practical atten- 
tion, to remove in some measure that 
burden from our shoulders, Most of 
our private legilation should be ex- 
cluded from the General Assembly. 
However, our Fimited space does not 
permit us to eatalogue the numerous 
defects and imperfections of the pres- 
ent constitution or to enumerate the 
remedies to be offered. 

There should be some general or- 
dinance adopted in relation to private 
enactments, thereby reducing the ex- 
penses of the Legislature, and in or- 
der to prevent hasty and iuconsider- 
ute egislation that no new 


matters be brought forward within 
—— days of their adjourning. 
CAKEFUL SELECTION OF DELEGATES. 

As to the specific changes 
ought to be made, these are to be con- 
sidered by the citizens of the various 
counties, who should be careful to se- 
lect as delegates those who will prop- 
erly reflect their wishes. Men of 
enlarged and = practical statesman- 
ship, spotless integrity, representa- 
lives of all classes of society, and 
Whose positions among them will en- 
titie their Jabors to confidence 
and support—and in their hands 
they certainly can more safely con- 
fide their rights than in the Conven- 
tion of 1868. 

METIIODS OF CHANGE, 

Of the two methods prescribed for 
changing the Constitution, that by 
levislative enactment is expensive, 
uncertain and dangerous; the several 
amendments recently submitted to 
und ratified by the people eneoun- 
tered the greatest difficulties in their 
passage, and even after the will of the 
people was declared in their favor 
by over 40,000 majority, serious appre- 
hensions were entertained as to 
whether they Were proper'y adopted; 
aguin, legislators when possessed.of 
qualifications for such duties, are en- 
combered with numerous mattefs, 
and cannot bring that attention to 
each provision presented for eonsitl- 
eration, without meeting such criti- 
cisms as may imperil their labors. | 

The Convention method is speedy 
and economical, the body is ecom- 
posed only of the same number of 
members as comprise the House of 
Representatives, and their minds are 
directed alone to constitutional re- 
forms and their work may be com- 
pleted and ratified, if necessary, in 
six months. As to the expenses that 
may be incurred, itis belieyed they 
will be more than defrayed in a short 
time by the reforms that will be in- 
augurated., 


The restrictions imposed by the 


Legislature, fully and amply secure 
the Homestead, Mechanics Lien, 
Rights of 
sonal Liberty, and should quiet the 
fears of the most timid, for they are 
recognized as of binding efficacy and 
are chiefly enjoyed by the friends of 
constitutional reform. Indeed they 
were incorporated in the bill mainly 


to remove partizan 2lamor, and antic-. 


ipate unscrupulous agitation. They 
are not the property of a mere party, 
but had thelr origin in the necesisties 
of civilized society and were found 
umong the statutes of various States 
previous to the war. f 


QUALIFICATIONS OF DELEGATES, 


Tt is useless, however, to seek to 
quiet the mere caviller; the keen op- 
ties ofsome persons defy all) law.— 
The mere fact that the honor of the 
Lest men in the State is pledged 


their preservation, should’ satis- 
fy every reasonable’ voter. ‘This 
Convention is called pursu- 


wnee of and each delegate be- 
fore ‘She shall be permitted to sit, 
to he entitled to a seat in said Con- 
vention or act as a delegate thereto,”’ 


shall swear to observe these ‘restrice | 
tions’’ (see acts 1874.5). Should a part , 
comply and part refuse to take 


oath, only those who obey the law 


are members of the body, nor are we. 


without precedents; similar oath was 
required of the members of the “re- 


stricted Convention” of. 1$35,the same 
question was raised, and after debate 


all the members took the oatirand ob- 
served the restrictions, and thatin a 
timeofhigh party excitement. In that 


discussion the distinguised Judge 
Giaston used the following language : | 


“The State Legislature had indeed no 
authority to impose an oath upon the 
members of the Convention, but the 
people had ratifled the act of the 
wegisiature by choosing delegates 
under it. If we transcend the limits 
or refuse obedience to the conditions 
therein prescribed, we are not the 
Convention called by the wer gee but 
aself eoustituted body ;’’ t 

were coneurred in by Macon, Kd- 
wards, Morehead, and others. We 
will*dismiss this subjeet, however, 
by calling attention to the able work 
of Judge Jamieson on ‘‘Constitution- 
al Conventions,’’ where,by argument 
and the eases cited by him in relation 
tothis matter, he demonstrated that 
Conventions are bound to obey the 
restrictions imposed by the Leg- 
islature in the Act calling the Con- 
vention. 

AID FROM REPUBLICANS. 


Tn our last election if was gratify- 
ing to see Republicans who had hith- 
erto submitted to the control of un- 
scrupulous leaders under a inistaken 
belief that they were promoting the 
general welfare. seeing their cor- 
ruptness as demonstrated by the 
“Credit Mobilier revelations,’’ ‘‘San- 
born Contracts’? and other frauds and 
defaleations, and their vindictive 
and relentless .policy, whereby 
they sought to degrade the = su- 
perior race by this iniquitous 
“Civil Rights Bill,’’ overcome their 
party prejudice and give us their 
cordial support. ‘lo them we extend 
un invitation to remain and continue 
the work so auspiciously begun, To 
those who opposed us underthe de- 
lusion of their leaders, who assured 
them this bill would never pass Con- 
gress and if it did would be vetoed 
by the President, though it now has 
his signature; and who have witness- 
ed the earnestness with which the 
dangerous ‘*Foree Bill’? was urged 
upon Congress, we say no longer re- 
main where there is neithersafety nor 
honor toa North Carolinian. The bat- 
tle for civil liberty is not yet over. 
“Civil Rights’ is still a part of the 
secret carpet-bag programme for 
this State; though driven from the 
halls of Congress, it will be renewed 
in the Southern States. We there 
fore inyite their co-operation. The 
Convention owes its final success to 
the support of some of their ablest 
representatives in the General As- 
sembly and they are doubtless aware 


that the wise provisions introduoed 


into the Convention of 1868, by their 
ablest native representatives were 
scouted and defeated by that same 
element that has brougnt ruin upon 
their party and confusion to our 
State. 


NECESSITY OF ORGANIZATION, 


The friends of Convention should at once 
perfect their organization and bring out 
their best men in i in the 
State, The leaders of the Republican party 
know that by their recsless violations of 
the constitution and efforts to central: zeall 
power in the hands of the Federal Govern- 
ment, they have justly forfeited the confi- 
dence and support of the people; on 
therefore trust not tv their own strengt 
but to our apathy, and wiil endeavor to 
secure our defeat by divisions and false 
leaders. We therefore respectfully invite 
their attention to the following resolution 
adopted and successfully followed in our 
last campaign: 

Resolved, That we earnestly recommend 
tothe members of the Democratic Conser- 
vative party to discourage independent 
candidates and all other disorganizers, 
that all support be promptly witkdrawn 
from every aspirant tor office who shall 
oppose the regular nominees of our Con- 
ventions.

NOON DISPATCHES. 
Further Particalars of the Recent 
Great Earthqua 


ke in South Ame€rfe 


NEw YORK, June 24.—The steam- 
ship Andes at this port from Mara- 
caibo brought further particulars 
concerning the recent terrible earth- 
uake which destroyed the town of 
‘ucutain New Granada from persons 
who had reached Maracaiba from 
Cucuta shortly before the steamer 
sailed, it was learned that the loss of 
life and property was much greater 
than at first supposed. Cucuta and 
allthe eurrounding villages within 
radius of 20 miles were completely 
destroyed by theseverity of theshock; 
many serious Josses of life and prop- 
erty also were occcasioned hy the 
rain and by bands of robbers who 
organized immediately after the 
shock had passed away for the pur- 
pose of plundering the houses pros- 
trated. 

The Custom House and coffee ware- 
houses situated in ‘‘ Los Cochas’’ were 
first attacked by a band of these 
marauders, but they were driven off 
before any serious damage had been 
done by them, and forces have now 
been organized in most of the neigh- 
boring cities and towns and sent to 
the scene of disaster for the pur,_o-e 
of protecting the lives and property of 
those who had escaped the eflects of 
the shock.

A Great Indian War Imminent. 

OMAHA, June 24.—Prominent 
frontiersmen and army officers ex- 
press the opinion that there will be 
vreat trouble withthe Sioux, Chey- 
ennesand Arapahoes this Summer 
and Fall; at least fivelarge war par- 
ties have left the reservations dur- 
ing the last two weeks. ‘The cavalry 
in this department are unable to 
keep them on the _ reservations 
through limited numbers. It will be 
impossible for the soldiers to guard 
the Biack Hill and attend to the In- 
dians. 


MIDNIGHT DISPATCHES. 
FROM WASHINGTON, 


Moyements of the Cabinet—the Pub- 
lic Buildings in Chicago—the In 
dian Bureaux and the Reported 
Indian War. 


WASHINGTON, D. C. June 24.— 
Postmaster General returns to-mor- 
row. 
Work on the public buildings at 
Chicago stopped on account of the 
unfavorable report of the committee 
regarding foundation and materiai. 

Attorney General and Secretary 
Treasury returned. 

The Indian Bureaux does not cred- 
it the report that all the Sioux are on 
the war path. They believe that 
neither the Spotted Tails, or Red 
Clouds men are engaged in any war- 
like demonstrations, and feel confi- 
dent that if any Sioux are mixed up 
with the lawless movements that it 
is only a few raming raiders who are 
not under the control of these Chiefs, 
and it would hardly be fairto hold 
the Sioux responsible for any raids 
or depredations committed by these 
lawless bands.

New York, June 24.—Judge Dona- 
hue has issued an order returnable 
Monday, for the reduction of Tweed’s 
three million bond. The counsels 
claims the bail as excessive and un- 
constitutional. 

The court decided not to open up 
the Beecher case to farther testi- 
mony. Judge Neilson, after inst ruct- 
lug the jury upon the nature of the 
evidence, concluded with a long 
resume of the evidence, and the jury 
retired.

When more than half way 
across, the man took a reyolver from 
his pocket and fired three times at 
the woman, the balls entering the 
leg, abdomen and arm. He then 
shot himself in the breast and died 
immediately.

He was 
convicted of avstracting with intent 
state papers of the character of pub- 
lic deeds entrusted to him, and sen- 
tenced to nine monthsimprisonment 
including one month that has al- 
ready expired. The court declares 
that there was no ground for the 
charge of embezzlement or offences 
against public order.

Committee here announces that they 
have received information of a vic- 
tory by their forces over the Alfon- 
sists in Castile.

YELtOwW FEVER AT RIv. 


Fever and Deaths on U, S. Ships of 
War. 


WASHINGTON, June 24.—The mails 
for the Navy Department from the 
South Atlantic Station have pot yet 
arrived, but they are hourly expected, 
therefore the Department has no of- 
ficial advices of the existence of yel- 
low fever on U. &. vessels in these 
waters. A private letter received 
here to~day by an officer of the Navy 
from a brother officer at Rio, dated 
May 23, reports that the yellow fever 
was raging at that place and thie 
number of deaths daily was from fif- 
teen to twenty. During the first 
half of March. 192 deaths 
were reported. On the U. SB. 
steamer Lancaster there were several 
cases. Fleet Surgeon Denby and 
assistant surgeon Fassig died, the 
former on the 3rdofApril at Bahia, 
Brazil. But the date of the death of 
the latter is not mentioned. There 
had been much sickuess on board of 
that vessel. Ou the Brooklyn, several 


-ailors died in Aprile She arrived at 
Rio on the 20th of May and was then 
reported by the sugeon in good sani- 
tary condition. There were a few 
causes on the Monongahela, but no 
deaths mentioned when she left Rio. 
Several officers and seamen remained 
i. the hospital on shore, but all had 
recovered except assistant surgeon 
Waugh. It was expected he would 
soon be able to start for home.
